Strange things are afoot in south­ 
ern 
China- -developments 
which 
seem to presage the Japanese aban­ 
donment of many of their ill-got 
gains in that part of the continent 
out which are so startling that one 
hesitates 'to accept th a t view 
Tl»e Chinese successes in the Nan­ 
ning sector, close to the French 
Indo-Chona border, continue to pile 
up. Indeed the Japs are showing 
weakness in their corridor throi*,h 
SOU th-central China as far north as 
the great Yangtze river which pours 
eastward from Chungking until it 
reaches tile sea north of Shanghai 
Recently, too. numerous troop trains 
iiave been moving from the southern 
zone towards northern 
C hina—or 
maybe Manchuria 
One natural thought, of course, is 
that the m ikados forces are con­ 
centrating in the north as a precau­ 
tion against the possible entry of 
Russia Into tile war. Then, too, they 
might be consolidating in northern 
China and M anchuria for a final 
stand when Japan proper is knocked 
out 
This Idea is supported by re­ 
ports that they are moving still 
more war industries onto the con­ 
tinent to escape the deluge of Amer­ 
ican bombs. Apropos of this sltua- ! 
tlon Associated Press dispatch from 
Hie Chinese capital says* 
Blockade Effective 
■‘There was little doubt In Chung­ 
king that the Japanese were pre­ 
paring to .sacrifice the south end of 
their lifeline to southeast Asia and 
were willing to leave Japanese arm ­ 
ies in Burma, Malaya. Thailand and 
Indo-Chlna completely isolated bv 
land.” 
If this Chinese appraisal of the 
situation is correct, 
exactly 
what 
does it mean? Well, in the first place 
we must complete the analysis by 
recognizing th at these territories not 
only would be cut ofT by land but al­ 
ready they are virtually cut off by 
sea as well. Tile Allied sea and air 
blockade has severed communica­ 
tions between Japan and these areas 
for all practical purposes. 
Thus the Japanese hold on this 
area has become Increasingly ten­ 
uous. Their predicament has wor­ 
sened recently owing to the Allied 
victories which have knocked them 
our of Burma and not only have re­ 
opened China’s back door for pas­ 
sage of supplies, but have created a 
great threat to the Malay peninsula. 
Thailand and French-Indo China 
So we see that this big area not 
only has ceased to be a profitable 
source of supplies, because of the 
blockade, but it Is becoming a trap. 
It may be 
us Chungking thinks, 
that the Japs have decided to write 
this off as an asset* salvaging what 
they can for use in northern China. 
Nuisance Valve 
But of course they couldn’t af­ 
ford to withdraw all their fighting 
forces—even if they were able to 
do so, which is 
doubtful. 
French 
Indo-Chlna. Thailand and Malaya 
must be defended for their nuisance 
value. That probably will cost the 
Nipponese clos** to 350,000 men who 
comprise the garrisons. 
But th a t’s only part of the story. 
W hat is true of this Japanese-held 
territory on the continent must also 
be true of the Dutch East Indies. 
These rich Islands, bulging with the 
supplies which 
Japan 
needs for 
prosecution of the war—also are cut 
off by the Allied blockade They no 
longer have much 
value 
to 
our 
enemy except In a nuisance way— 
their defense will delay our progress 
towards victory 
The picture as a

GOD OVER ALL 
The easiest thing in this world 
to believe is that there Is a God. 
Cee who formed us Into this mar­ 
velous. unbelievable body that we 
own? Who made the pansy, the rose, 
the orchid, the Illy, and thousands 
upon thousands of Intricate formed 
flowers that both perfume and beau­ 
tify, this earth? Who formed the 
valleys, the mountains, the rivers, 
the oceans, and the land from which 
we gather all that 
are have for 
health and abundance? 
No mere man did this. No mere 
man has ever been able to duplicate 
a single creation that has been 
bequeathed to him, though he has 
done much to make all these gifts 
useful and of lasting benefit to 
him. Who taught the bird or the 
beast to select its partner, to make 
a home, and to care for its young? 
Who put song into the heart of 
the bird, and gave that undying 
loyalty to the dog that we all love? 
It was not just an accident. It didn’t 
fust haphazardly happen. 
Every cay man is 
learning to
